ft is not an unusual phenomcnor 


in history for governments to seel 
lo establish uniformity cf though 
within their realms. The most po 
lent force for liberty was the ac 
ceptancc ot the doctrine that tin 
individual could pursue in freedom 
any line of inquiry and could ex 
press his conclusions and idea 
without restraint. The limitations 
apart from the libel laws, wer 
lhat the thought should not develo 
into overt acts, ^y.hich it did,.none 
thcles.s, in the form of vast, socit 
and political revolutions that al 
cren the life of the peoples of Eu- 
•ope and Asia. 


Such freedom of thought is now 


nol toleraled in most parls of the 
>vorld. 
Undoubtedly the 
freest 


cofiitrics remain Ihose in the orbit 
ot the Anglo-Saxon Iradition, the 
Unilecl States, Great Britain and 
the British Dominions! Even 
In 


;hose lands, the fears engendered 
oy the co-existence, to coin a 
phrase, 
of Stalinism produce a 


deep suspicion that certain expres- 
sions of. thought are, unreality, de- 
signed to cover acts of subversion. 
And the horror of it is that -tin 
suspicion has a basis in truth. 


Stalinism not only demanded, in 
^ own sphere, an abject accept 


ance of the Master's views as fi- 
nally correct, but it employed me- 
chanisms of public opinion to abuse 
those who rejected its obscenities'. 
Thus, in lands where Stalinism is 
repulsed, as in the United Slates 
those who do not serve what is dis- 
honestly called liberalism, »Avhich 
has como to mean nothing but a 
sympathetic approach to Stalinism, 
have been abused as, Fascists, a 
term now equally incoherent. 


Even in universities, where ob- 


jective inquiry and thought is cus- 
tomary, Stalinism has introduced 
rigidilies of inlellectual design. For 
instance, the rejection of the super- 
natural is not merely a protest 
against God, it actually works it- 
self into an orthodox acceptance 
of biological hypotheses as proved 
truths, the scientist conforming as 
undeviatingly to accepted dogma 
as the theologian whom he accuses 
of superstition. The mind 01 man is 
put in &n iron vise. 


The madness of it all Is that so 


many have so completely lost sight 
of freedom and Us values that they 
lave come to believe it to be a 
melodramatic expostulation. They 
suborn their minds by such mean- 
ingless words as democracy and 
security which can in no manner 
DO translated into the language of 
our civili/ation. In a word, they 
have spiritually capitulated to the 
enemy 
by betraying their own 


household gods. 


This is what our present war is 


about and it }s impossible not to 
repeal that the essence of our re- 
sistance to our enemy must bvl 
freedom—freedom 
for 
the 
indi- 


vidual, not conformity to the mass 
or subjection to government.
